JUDGE J. WILLIS MARTIN
On Aiding Convicts' Famlilies
HE law. in administering deserved pun-
ikhinent to those who violate:it, fre-
quently Inflicts undeserved suffering on those
agninet whom it has no grievance, the fam-
ily of the prisoncy, says Judge J. Willis
Martin,

“*One diffieulty which ronfronts the Judgrs
in the sdministrution of the criminal luw,
sald Judge Martin, “is that in sentencing
canvieted prisoners they nre frequently em-
bavrarsed in the dischorge of this painful
duty by the knowledge that the mn-lnm[u-rl
person is the sole support of an Invalid wife,
or an aged mother, or of numerous helpless
children, or has other relutives dependent
upon him who by his inearceration bhecome
the vietims of poverty and deprivation,

“Tt has been said with truth, so deepls
inhereng s It In this life of ours, that men
have 1o suffer for each other's kink, 5o in-
evitnbly diffusive i human suffering, and
that even justice mukes its viethng, and one
eannot vonceive of any retribution which
does not spread bexond it mark in pulsa-
tions of unmerited pain,

It has been found diffienlt to secure any
svmpathy for those connected with persons
convicted of crime. In many instances the
prisoners have uo immedinte connections,
und in others their gssocintes nre of their
own kind—the eriminally inclined. But
cases do occur where eriminals have secured
and maintained the respect of the community
and the affcctions of those dependent upon
them until they have been detected in erime
and compelled to pay the penalty of those
crimes.,

Legislative Aid Obtained

“With n view of providing for cases of
this deseription in a manner not purtuking
of paternalism, but to relieve the methods
whereby these unfortunates were thrown
upon the commmnity and with a view of
moking an advance in socinl justive and
providing scientific and systematic contral
of those who become dependent, the Legis:
lnture of 1917 puksed -un acy anthorizing
eities of the first cluss twhich ix only Phila -
delphin in Pennsylvanin) to make an uppro-
printion for the support of destitute foml-
lies of prikoners sentenced to lmprisonment
und providing a system of control and ad-
ministration,

“Another important effect of this measure
was tn the keeping together of such fami-
lies, instend of having them broken np and
seuttered or else committed to stitutlons,
By so doing the elements of family life are
maintnined. and whatever good influences
radlated from this environment are kept,

“During the session of the Leglsluture
which pnssed this aet considerable opposi-
tion developed, especially from certain mem-
hers of the bopdy from the rural distelcts.
Whether they felt that almost universal dis-
trust of the familirs of convicted prisoners
whieh T have mentioned as existing else-
where in society. or whether they had rome
more practical rensong for thelr opposition
is not of any importanee now. Finally this
apposition was avercome, awd it is only fair
1o *nv that the practien]l workings of the
megsnre show thele fears to have been yn-
founded.

Administering the Aci

“Ciy Council was authorized to deslg-
nate the department of the city government
which was to have the control nnd dlsburse.

Al efforts made to interest charitable
individuals in the establishment of n sovial
serviee for the eviminal courts prior to the
pusruge of the Aet of 1017 were unsuceess-
ful. Whether it was beeause those to whom
the appeal was made were fully oeeupled
with more congenial work. or whetlier the
subject wus one which dild uot arouse thelr
aetive interext, js not now fmporinnt. It is
sufficient to say that the efforts mude at
that time were not suceessful.

“As affairs developed subsequently, this
was not altogether n matter for regret. ex-
eept in so far as a genernlly unjurt publie
attitude goes, heeause the rervice bas heen
far better performed by the public agents
than it could be by volunteers,

. Spirit of Act Not Violated

“The fumily of n convicted crimival is
not necessarlly criminal jgxelf—in fuet, the
reverse s usually true, “hen the act went
Into effect there wag great fear in certnin
niore or less influentinl elrcles in the vity
that it spirit wonlid De violated and that
there might be disburseiments from the funds
toward specially favored individuals or thelr
fumilles.
